The color of the hair, says the Grand 
Magazine, Is usually transm itted from 
parents to child. This is especially true 
when both parents have the sam e com­ 
plexion. 
Instances, however, are not 
uncommon where children have hair 
black as ebony, while the hair of both 
parents is a burning red. 
Instead of 
disproving the theory that a child takes 
aft**r its parents, so far as the color of 
the hair Is concerned, this fact, it bas 
now been ascertained, is all in favor of 
the doctrine. 
Rod hair, in fact, is by 
Its structure and composition much 
nearer to black hair than to blond. 
Very often lf the hair of a very dark 
complexioned person be examined a t­ 
tentively a few quite red hairs will be 
detected In the mass.

hand, It would be tim e w asted to seek 
for black hairs in the locks of a fair 
person. 
Similarly It is not Infrequent 
to notice children whose balr, red at 
birth, becomes as they grow older quite 
dark. 
When, too, after some serious 
illness, the production of the coloring 
pigm ent of the hair falls off, black hair 
becomes not blond, but red. Fair hair.

Speaking of the “ Texas Iron In­ 
d u stry,” the Manufacturers’ Re­ 
cord says: 
“ Gov. Lanham, after 
a careful inspection of the iron in­ 
dustry at Rusk, operated under 
the auspices of the Texas peniten­ 
tiary system is enthusiastic over 
the demonstration there that iron 
manufacturing in Texas can be 
profitably conducted. 
He found 
the furnace at R u s k running night 
and day, producing IOO tons of pig 
iron every twenty-four hours, aud 
the pipe factory, the capacity of 
which is to be doubled within the 
next two or three months, produc­ 
ing th irty tons of pipe iron daily. 
The experiment of using coke in­ 
stead of charcoal in smelting has 
proved, according to him, a great 
success, and he is convinced that 
the work of the 
Rusk 
furnace 
should 
cause the investment in 
Texas of large sums of money for 
the utilization of the iron ores of 
the eastern part of the State and ut 
the Llano field. 
Railroad devel­ 
opment in the Southwest and the 
exploitation of the coal fields in 
Indian Territory are likely within 
a few years to solve the problem 
of fuel in iron making in Texas, 
even if that State does not do so 
thoroughly on its own account in 
the meantime. 
Texas, too, may 
reasonably be expected to become 
an important factor in the distrib­ 
ution of iron products.”

swine and sheep. 
The students examined the stock 
in the ring ahead of the regular 
judges and recorded their judge­ 
ment, and they were rated accord­ 
ing to the awards made on the same 
stock by the regular judges. 
The students also had a fine study 
in Armour & C o.’s six big draft 
horses, which were pronounced at 
the Chicago show to lie the best 
six-horse team in America. 
“ The A . and M. College,” said 
Prof. Marshall, “ does not possess 
any animals of the class shown 
here, and it is only such students 
as can afford to make trips that 
get the full benefit of the work we 
are trying to do at the college. 
W e are in hopes, however, that in 
the near future the State will sup­ 
ply the materials for practical dem­ 
onstration in this department.” — 
Dallas News.

■ o w to H m m * * * «ii« n i l l i n g r# a « a 
W h ic h It I* R e fle c t e d . 
There Is scarcely anythin# In nature 
that exerts the fascination over every 
one alike than does an echo, and com­ 
mon as It may become thoro la always 
a feeling of mystery about It that holds 
us as with ii charm. Of course we nil 
kuow that It Is merely the reflection 
of a sound from some object, as the 
side of a house or t rock or a hill, hut 
often we cif tut ot tell how far away the 
object Is that cansos It. 
Here Is a way 
to tell ever> time: 
Holding a watch In your hand, shout 
a single syllable, us "Ho!” or 
Ila! 
and couut the number of seconds trout 
the time you shout till the sound contes 
back to you. 
Now, sound travels at 
the rate of 1.125 feet a second, so th# 
number of socottds that elapse multi­ 
plied by 1,123 will give the distance In 
feet traveled by the vole*? lu going to 
tho object and back to you again, and 
ose-half of that uumber will bq the 
number of feet away that object Is. 
Of course the object may bi' only a 
few hundred feet away, In which cuso 
the sound will come back In less than 
a second, but you may determine the 
distance, nevertheless, by calling a 
single syllable—‘‘Ha!*’—and calling It 
again as you hear the echo, not before 
or after It, but Just with It. 
With a little practice you can do this. 
Hepcat the call ten or twelve times, 
counting tile seconds between the first 
call and the last echo. 
Suppose, for 
example, that tho time Is seven sec­ 
onds aud that you called the syllable 
ten times. Then each echo took seven- 
tenths of a second, and the distance, 
found In tim same way as before, Is 
chout 394 feet.-r- Ex change.

struction In New York'these experts of 
the underwriters watch every stage of 
the development. They have no power 
to stop work ou the building as city 
building inspectors have 
when 
the 
building laws are not complied with, 
but they possess another sort of check 
which Is fully as effectual. The build 
era, contractors or owners, or all three, 
are notified that further insurance poll 
d es will not tie made ou the building 
until certain remedies are made.

I cabinet m em bers 
and the president 
thrashed out the m atter thoroughly, 
and the decision was reached th at the 
charges against Mr. Bristol were not 
well founded. 


He said th at an aged German who oc­ 
cupied the lower floor of the house 
could not be found. 
He it was who 
notified M agnuson that a fight had 
taken place in the rooms over the ones 
occupied by the German Sunday night. 
The German said he heard scuffling 
In the rear of the house, but thought 
nothing of it until W ednesday, when 
he observed that the tenants above 
him were not moving about as usual. 
A fter notifying Magnuson, the German 
disappeared and has not been located 
up to a late hour. 
Magnuson at once 
called up Patrolm an Peterson, who 
broke open the doors and made the 
horrifying discovery. 
M agnuson told the police th a t about 
four m onths ago a well dressed Italian 
rented the upper floor of the house 
and paid four m onths rent in advance. 
The Italian told him he was foreman 
of a railroad construction gang and 
th at none of the hotels would keep the 
men. The next day twelve men moved 
their few belongings to the house. 
They went to work each day and re­ 
turned in the evening. 
They never 
drank and made little noise and those 
about the place paid little attention 
to them . 
Magnuson never inquired 
their nam es and merely entered them 
on the books as tenants for whom four 
m onths’ ren t had been paid in ad­ 
vance. 
The men lived, slept and ate 
their m eals in the little rooms on the 
second floor. 
The “forem an” 
was 
never seen again. 
The police are inclined to believe 
th at the men found in the cellar were 
m urdered for their money and th at a 
free-for-all fight followed over the di­ 
vision of the spoils, resulting in the 
four other deaths. 
This is indicated 
by the wounds on th e bodies found iu 
the upper room. 
T heir faces were 
slashed 
alm ost 
beyond 
recognition, 
and there w ere wounds all over the 
bodies, all however having deep cuts 
in the throat. 
One man had fallen 
against a hot stove and the right side 
of his face was burned past all recog­ 
nition. Beside this man lay the bloody 
hatchet. 
The fight for money theory is borne 
out by the finding near the bodies of 
one or more money belts In which 
was $56 
in United States currency 
and gold. 
On one body was found a 
watch which was still going. Some of 
the bodies had been stripped evidently 
for robbery. 
At the morgue the draym an identi­ 
fied one of the dead men as the one 
who had m et him at the house on 
the afternoon he had called to haul 
away baggage. 
Inquiry at the baggage room shows 
th at the party checked m ost of their 
luggage to Duluth.

River of T h at Name Is Overflowing 


the Country Many Miles. 
Mobile, March 29.—Officers of the 
steamer Mary, arriving here, bring 
news of the serious conditions exist­ 
ing along the Alabama river, due to 
the overflow. 
The river has been ris­ 
ing rapidly, and for IOO miles low­ 
lands are under water from two to six 
feet and crops damaged. Rain is again 
falling over the upper watershed and 
the overflow has proved disastrous to 
cattlemen. 
Carcases of 
cattle 
and 
other livestock by the hundreds are 
strewn over the Inundated district. 
Cattlemen begged the officers of the 
steamer to render assistance in the 
way of feed for their cattle, but as 
there was no way of getting hay and 
grain to them that which formed part 
Of the cargo was brought here. 
Farmers, 
cattlemen, logmen 
and 
lumber interests have met disastrous 
losses by the raging torrents. 
Steam­ 
boats are the only method of com­ 
munication. and they are unable to 
secure wood for fuel, and because of 
this and the many 
landings under 
water have discontinued services. 
Conditions are regarded 
as 
very 
grave, with prospects of proving more 
disastrous than the flood of 1886.
